Dyer, Findley and Silas Armstrong were appointed 
said Committee. In the absence of the Committee 
the Convention was eloquently and ably addressed 
on the subject of Territorial organization and the 
Pacific Railroad, by Mr. W. Claude Jones. Upon 
the cloee of Mr. Jones’ address, Mr. W. J. Patter- 
son, of Parkville, was called out, who promptly 
took tie stand and entertained the Convention with

71h | 
of July, 1500, in the town of Salisbury, Mass. 
At‘a very early age he became distinguished 
for an extraordinary aptitude of learning.— 
To show how rapid was his progress in the 
field of letters, we have only to record the 
fact that he entered Harvard College when 
he was fourteen years ofage. He gradua- 
ted with high honors, and joined the Law 
School, where he continued for two years. — 
In 1819, before he was twenty years of age, | 
he received the appointment of tutor in math- 
ematics and natural philosophy in the col- 
lege at Cambridge. He held this position 
for two years when he removed to Newbu- 
ryport, where he completed his law studies, | 
and was admitted to the barin 1821. He} 
was electedto the Massachusetts legislature 
in 1825, and again, in 1826. In 1830 he 
visited Europe, and after his return he pub- 
lished two works which gave him a wide cel- 
ebrity. ‘They were characterized by clear- 
ness, elegance, and force; marked by a spir- 
it of calm philosophy and a wide range of 
knowledge. 

Svon after his return he was again elected 
representative from Newburyport, and the 
following year was elected to the State leg- 
islature. In 1834 he was elected a4 repre- 
sentative to congress, where he remained 
eight years. In 1843 he was nominated for 
a seatin thecabinet, but a majority of the} 
senate at that time being federal whigs, and

In_1816 he was again elected to the legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts, and ably and eloquent- 
ly advocated an appropriation of $20,000 to 
equip a regiment of volunteers to join the ar- 
my in Mexico. A majority of the body be- 
ing opposed to the Mexican, war, the meas- 
ure was voted down.” With the patriotic en- 
ergy and determination which have ever mar- 
ked his career in public life, he furnished 
the amount from his own private funds. The 
regiment was raised, armed, and equipped, 
and he was elected a colonel. He was af- 
terwards appointed a general, and was trans- 
ferred from the army of General Taylor 
to that of General Scott, where be rendered 
important services. 

While engaged in these arduous public 
duties he was nominated by the democratic 
party in Massachusetts as a candidate fur 
governor. Although he failed of being e- 
lected, he polled a very heavy vote, and 
paved the way for the glorious triumph 
which was subsequently followed. His se- 
selection by General Pierce fora place 
in his cabinet has been received with 
enthusiastic approbation, His office is 
one of great importance and responsi- 
billy, much more so than is generally sup- 
posed; and no one doubts that he is eminent- 
ly qualified for any duty that may devolve up- 
on him, either in his present position, or in 
any other the country may call upon him to 
occupy. 

Mr. Cushing is blessed with industrious 
and untiring energies; with keen perceptions 
and discrimination; with gigantic intellect, 
richly stored with all that learning has to be- 
stow and perseverance can obtain; with a 
sound judgement, a highly cultivated taste, 
and high social qualities. As aliterary man, 
he has no superiors, and but few equals. 

The public have recently had an opportu- 
nity of knowing something of his astonish- 
ing and brilliant attainmeats as a linguist.— 
At the diplomatic dinner given by the Rus- 
sian minister at Washing ton,we are told that 
Mr, Cushing was able to converse with per- 
fect fluency and ease in French with M. 
Sartiges, in Spanish with De La Barca, in 
Dutch with Baron Testa, in German with 
Von Givolt, in Portuguese with De Fegan- 
iere, and in excellent Tuscan with the rep- 
resentative of the two Sicilies. If he had 
misspent the best years of his life in pouring 
over Latin and Greek, languges that are 
dead and are no longer the medium of com- 
municating knowledge to the world, he 
would have been confined to plain English 
alone, instead of dazzling all by his brill- 
iant attainments, 

So far as general knowledge is concerned 
—a knowledge not only of important events 
but of the unimportant details—of the great 
whole, and the atoms that.go to make up the 
whole, Mr. Cushing has probably no equal 
in the world, Mr. Van Baren and Col. Ben- 
ton are among the most remarkable men liv- 
ing in thia respect, but in ourjudgement they 
must surrender (he palmto the present At-

THE EXHIBITION AT THE CRYS- 
TAL PALACH-Reaping and Mow- 
ing Machines. 


When the supplementary building between 
the Crystal Palace and the Reservoir is 
completed, we believe that its ground floor 
will be devoted to agricultural implements 
and machines, and we may then expect a 
truly magnificent show of them. At pres- 
ent those exhibited are placed in the gallery 
of the eastern nave, and though not very nu- 
merous, we dare say there is no part of the 
Exhibition which may be studied with great- 
-er pleasure or instruction, either by farmers 
and practical men generally, or by those 
who would explore and understand the tri- 
umphs of inventive genius, and the great ad- 
ditions made in this age to the wealth and 
power of man. 

Whether we regard the ingenuity of their 
contrivance, or the practical services they 
render, the machines for Reaping and Mow- 
-ing naturally take the first rank among far- 
ming implements, and first ofthese mchines 
because more widely known, is MeCormick’s 
Reaper, of which, since 1816, Mr. McCor- 
mick has sold at his manufactory, at Chica- 
go, lll. upward of seven thousand. This 
Reaper is also used for mowing; the price 
for the Reaper is $115, and when arranged 
for mowing, $140. About 1,200 a year are 
manufactured and sold at these rates. The 
cutting principle is that of a sickle edged 
knife, which is slightly indented on the edze, 
working in combination with fingers which 
hold the grain upto the knife. Twenty 
acres can be cut ina day. 

Next to this may be seen Ketchum’s Mow- 
ing Machine, the best known and most ap- 
proved for merely cutting grass, ofany of the 
family. The cutting principle of this ma- 
chine is that of shears, The blades are like 
large saw teeth, being some four inches 
long, riveted to a kar, and working through 
stationary fingers, cutling very smooth and 
close to the ground, and not liable to cloy. 

The motion is given by a cast iron driving 
wheel and gearing, done by two horses, the 
driver silling up on a safe and comfortable 
while a swath about five feet wide is 
eutar his right band as fast as his horses 
can walk. We are not able to give the price 
or performance of this machine, as we found 
no one present to answer any questions — 
We happen to know, however, thatitis a ve- 
ry valuable farm implement, and can be 
worked upon tolerably rough ground. [hey 
are manufactured at Buffalo. 

Manny’s Reaper and Mower is a western 
machine, invented and patented in 1851, by 
J. H. Manny, of Freeport, Ill. In public fa- 
vor, it is likely fo become a strong rival of 
some of the glder inventions in the same line. 
Readers will remember that this is a premi- 
um machine as a combined Mower and 
Reaper, 

Burrall’s Convertible Reaper, as most of 
our agricultural readers will recollect, took 
the first pretnium as a Reaper at the great 
trial last year at Geneva, New York, where 
they are manufactured by Thomas D. Bur- 
rall,andsold ‘cheap for cash,” but how much 
not'made apparent. Itis undoubtedly a good 
Reaper, and the inventor thinks it is now so 
perfected that he can also compete success- 
fully with others in mowing. ‘Chis machine 
is made to discharge the grain like Hussey’s, 
in the rear, or like MeCormick’s, at the 
sido. There are some advantages clauned 
for this convertible principle, upon the mer- 
its of which we shall not attempt to decide, 
The cutting principle is similar to Ketcham’s 
or Manny’s, by triangular shaped knives 
moving between stationary fingers, 

Hussey’s Mowing and Redping Machine 
should properly have been named first, as it 
is the original of all the Reaping Machines 
in America. The inventor (one of nature’s 
noblemen) is a resident of Baltimore, where 
he manufactures his Reapers, not on quite 
so large a scale as some of his more success- 
ful imitators, for he does a portion of the 
work with his own hand, and like many oth- 
er benefactors of his race, although he has 
been the cause of others gaining fortunes by

It 
seems peculiarly adapted to operate on the 
vast prairie, where it originated. The 
price is not yet fixed, but it ts thought to be 
about $160. ‘This the is only self-raking ma- 
chine here, but we understand that Atkins’s 
Antomaton Raker will be on hand in a few 
days. 

The California Reaper is only the model 
ofan immense double machine, represented 
to be capable of cutting, raking and binding 
the wheat all at the same operation.

}Process or Hay Maxine —The "'Cyclope- 
dia of Agriculture,” in the course of a 
Jengthy treatise on the process of hay making 
says that the proper season for mowing grass 
so as fo secure the largest amount of nutri- 
ent propensities within it, is when in the fow- 
er. Plants of nearly all sorts, if cul when in 
full vigor, and afterwards carfully dried with- 
out any waste of their nutritive juices, con- 
tein nearly double the quantity of nutritive 
matter which they do when allowed to attain 
their full growth, and make some progress 
towards decay. 

And it then lays down the following rules} 

for making the hay so as to preserve these 
useful qualities ia their full perfection :— 
+ Ist "he farmer must remember that the 
chief point is to preserve the hay from dew 
and rain,—watef wastes away the soluble 
sults and other otters, and, when in the 
stack, will cause fermentation, and that in- 
jures the-hay by destroying some of its most 
valuable properties; therefore, bring it into 
windrows, or muke into foot cocks at night 
fall, and never open it in the morning until 
the dew has evaporated.

far greater amount of public good, by spreading 
its heanties before the public eye—allowing the 
tich and the poor alike to look ‘upon them and be 
delighted. 

Still more diffusive is the infuence of the de- 
partment of the fine arts principally treated of in 
the following pages; for while the beauties of tho 
garden are of a high order, their lowly position 
Tequires a near approach that they may be appre- 
ciated; but many of the beauties of architecture 
are reared aloft, as if—in the sunlight of heaven 
—to challenge the gaze and delight the minds of 
passers-by far and near. 

Architecture, having no patterns in nature, isthe 
most dificult and least regulated of all the fine 
arts. Painting and Sculptare are imitations of 
nature, and the perfection of the Arts is only the 
ability to make the imitations perfect. Poetry is 
a sublime and measured expression of the author's 
conceptions of grandeur and beauty, Landscape 
Gardening was, formerly, the imitation of geo- 
metric figures ; hence the ancient mode is~called 
the geometric style of gardening. In lateimproye- 
ments, it consists in the imitation of nature, 
in curved walks and winding waters, and trees and 
clumps ofynatural shape: hence the prosent mode 
is called the natural style. Architecture is not the 
imitation of any thing in nature or science—it is 
wholly artificial, hence improvements in it are 
more difficult, being new intellectual creations — 
This has-rendered the styles various and numer- 
ous: Indeed for the number of styles, we might al- 
most yenture to multiply the numbor of civilized 
nations by the number of ages in which they have 
lived. 

The construction of dwellings, is a department 
of enterprize and investment, which involves ya- 
tious considerations of vast moment. It should 
always be remembered that a dwelling is con- 
| structed for the accommodation of a family. Sound 
philosophy and good taste require that the site, 
form and character of a building should be suited 
to its nse and expressive of its destination. The 
design of a dwelling should include. in its basis, 
very important considerations; such asthe 
tation of the house to the site—to the neces- 
and conveniences of the family—to the 
healthtal and economical appropriation of heat, 
light, air, water, &c., honce a variety of philnsophi- 
cal principles are to be consulted. ‘Lo secure from 
all these principles, the greatest aggregate of eon- 
venience, comfort, pleasure and health, with sym- 
metrical and ornamental strusture, ina picturesque 
combination, with surrounding scenery, for a giy- 
en sum, requires no small degroe of practical skill 
and intelligence. In operations which are often 
repeated, a person acquires much knowledge and 
skill by practice and experiment: but the construc- 
tion of a dwelling is an operation which thousands 
perform but once in a lifetime; hence a mistake 
or error in the selection of a site—the formation 
ofa plan, or in any other fundamental particular, 
brings a standing inconvenience upon the oecu- 
pants, Such errors haye often rentlered expen- 
sive buildings comparatively valueless.

Some years since, T: G. Yeomans, of Wal- 
worth, N. ¥., well known as a very suc- 
cesstul culturist, informed ns that his young 
standard trees, which stood among his smull- 
er treesin his nursery, where they were sub- 
jected to contnual cultivation, and where the 
young nursery trees made but {ite draught 
on the soil, made twice the growth of those 
in a field of beets, which were kept hoed 
well through the early part’ of the season 
only, aud which precisely like a large 
growth of weeds, drew freely on the soil, 

A similar statement is madein the Genessee 
Farmer, of an experiment in sowing carrots 
betweer. the rows of young apple trees. The 
rows were three and a half feet apart, and a 
single row of carrots between them, Al- 
though they were all clean during the sum- 
mer, yet other trees of the same age dnd 
{reatment, without carrots made twice the 
growth, 

The owners of orchards, in their great 
anxiety to get someihing in the shape of an- 
nual crops from the land, ofien lose ten tines 
as mnch in the value of fruit. A certain far- 
mer (rather uncertain, however, in this ins- 
tance,) would not sacrifice five dollars worth 
of pasturage by’ plowing up and leaviug bear 
the ground of his orchard, althongh it al- 
ready afforded him fifty dollars per acre in 
crops, and would have paid him over one 
hundred per acre in better fruit and more of 
it, if he had only kept it mellow by plowing 
and harrowing. The finest market peach or- 
chard we ever saw, in full bearing with verry 
large and delicious fruit, was kept as mellow 
as un ash-heap the season through, and no 
crop allowed togrow npon the soil, which 
the proprietor found by far the most econ- 
omical mode of management. —Country 
Gentleman.
